Metro to 
Overhaul 
Red Line 

Planned $177M project may 
cause delays for many years 

Metro’s Red Line riders aren’t likely to get 
lasting relief from what’s become a painful 
commute anytime soon. The transit agency 
is planning to begin a major overhaul of the 
line in 2010 that will last years. 

The $177 million project, intended pri- 
marily to rehabilitate the oldest and busiest 
part of the aging rail system, was already in 
the works before the June 22 crash that killed 
nine and injured 80. On Thursday, Metro 
officials told a board committee that they 
may shift some funds to areas identified by 
federal investigators. The plan, expected to 
be approved by the full board next week, will 
initially focus on track work between Dupont 
Circle and Silver Spring stations. 

Upgrades to the train power system and 
automatic train controls; modernization 
of air conditioning and ventilation equip- 
ment; and retrofitting are among several 
other items ticketed in the project. 

Metro General Manager John B. Catoe 
acknowledged that the work will probably lead 
to a longer wait between trains. “You cannot 
work on this system without an impact,” he

The Rev. Jesse Jackson 
expressed the outrage he was feel- 
ing at the workers accused of toss- 
ing human remains into a remote 
area of a cemetery.

Monkeys Thrive on a Diet

Study: Primates fed 
low-cal foods suffer 
less illness, live longer 

WASHINGTON! Eat less, live longer? 
It seems to work for monkeys: A 
20 -year study found cutting calo- 
ries by almost a third slowed their 
aging and fended off death. 

This is not about a quick diet to 
shed a few pounds. Scientists have 
long known they could increase the 
life span of mice and more primi- 
tive creatures with long-term cuts 
from normal consumption. 

Now comes the first evidence 
that such reductions also delay the 
diseases of aging in primates — 
rhesus monkeys living at the Wis- 
consin National Primate Center, 
What about those other pri- 
mates — humans? Nobody knows 
yet whether people could stand the 
deprivation long enough to make 


a difference or how it would affect 
humans’ more complex bodies. 

The newest study involves 76 
monkeys — 30 tracked since 1989 
and 46 since 1994. Researchers at 
the University of Wisconsin-Mad- 
ison assigned half the monkeys 
to a reduced- calorie diet, cutting 
their daily intake by 30 percent 
but ensuring what they did eat 
was properly nourishing. 


So far, 37 percent of the mon- 
keys who kept their regular diet 
have died of age-related diseases 
compared with just 13 percent of 
the calorie- cut monkeys. 

Death wasn’t the only change. 
The calorie- cut monkeys had less 
than half the incidence of cancer- 
ous tumors or heart disease of the 
monkeys who ate normal amounts.

Group of 8 
Urges Deal 
On Trade 

5 developing nations 
join call to complete 
Doha talks by 2010 

UAQUILA, ITALY I Leaders of the 
exclusive club of eight industrial- 
ized leaders plus five of the fastest- 
developing nations are calling for 
open markets and a battle against 
protectionism as the answer to the 
world’s economic meltdown. 

But the need to save jobs back 
home is pulling them in the oppo- 
site direction. How can the goal set 
by the leaders — completing a long- 
stalled world trade deal by next year 
— be reconciled with pressures to 
protect local industries? 

Meeting in the quake- struck 
Italian city of LAquila, the leaders 
said they wanted to finally reach 
an agreement next year on a long- 
stalled world trade deal, accord- 
ing to a draft of a joint declaration 
obtained by The Associated Press, 
It’s a familiar pledge that has failed 
to prompt action in the past. 

The call for completing the 
trade deal, known as the Doha 
round of trade talks, comes at a 
particularly difficult time, as the 
economic crisis is stoking protec-

Thousands Stage Protest in Iran 



Police use tear gas, 
elubs vs. oppositions 
first rally in 11 days 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Thousands of pro- 
testers streamed down avenues of 
the capital Thursday, chanting, 
“Death to the dictator,” and defy- 
ing security forces who fired tear 
gas and charged with batons, wit- 
nesses said. The first opposition 
foray into the streets in 11 days 
aimed to revive mass demonstra- 
tions that were crushed in Iran’s 
postelection turmoil. 

Iranian authorities had prom- 
ised tough action to prevent the 
marches, which supporters of 
opposition leader Mir Hossein 
Mousavi have been planning 
online for days. Heavy police forces 
deployed at key points in the city 
ahead of the marches, and Tehran’s 
governor vowed to “smash” anyone 
who heeded the rally calls. 

In some places, police struck 
hard. Security forces chased after 
protesters, beating them with clubs 
on Valiasr Street, Tehran’s biggest 
north-south avenue, witnesses said. 
Women in headscarves and men 
dashed away, rubbing their eyes 


as police fired tear gas, in footage 
aired on state-run Press TV. 

But the clampdown was not 
total. At Tehran University, a line 
of police blocked a crowd from 
reaching the gates of the campus, 
but then did not move to disperse 
them as the protesters chanted.

Bombs Kill Nearly 60 Across Iraq 


Blasts are country’s 
worst violence since 
U.S. troops’ pullback 

BAGHDAD | Bombs killed nearly 
60 people in Iraq on Thursday in 
the worst violence since Ameri- 
can combat troops withdrew from 
urban areas last week, and Amer- 
ican forces released five Iranian 
officials suspected of aiding Shi- 
ite insurgents. 

U.S. officials said they think the 
Iranians, detained in northern Iraq 
in January 2007, had facilitated 
attacks on American-led forces 
but handed them over to the Iraqi 
government at its request because

they were obliged to do so under a 
U.S.-Iraqi security agreement. 

The carnage within Iraqi bor- 
ders Thursday was a sign that 
insurgents remain intent on desta- 
bilizing Iraq as the U.S. shifts its 
focus to the war in Afghanistan. 
Attacks are down sharply from 
past years of war, and militants 
have been driven from many 
strongholds, but they routinely 
inflict casualties in Baghdad and 
northern Iraq, a cauldron of eth- 
nic and sectarian tension. 

The most lethal attack was in 
the northern city of Tal Afar, where 
women wailed in the street amid 
bloodied bodies in the aftermath of 
suicide blasts.

7-Eleven Makes Foray Into Politics 


Stores are gathering 
signatures for petition 
to cut credit card fees 

NEW YORK I Riding a wave of 
public outrage over credit card 
practices, 7-Eleven Inc. wants to 
show merchants are victims of the 
industry too. 

The convenience store chain 
announced a petition this week to 


give small businesses more power 
to negotiate the fees they must pay 
whenever a customer uses a credit 
or debit card. 7-Eleven said more 
than 6,000 of its franchisees plan 
to collect 1 million customer signa- 
tures to deliver to Congress. 

George Clift, who owns a 
7-Eleven in McKinney, Texas, 
said he’s keeping the petition on 
his store counter. 

“We just want to let our custom-

ers help us, [to] see if Congress can 
get involved,” said Clift. 

Clift said he pays about $28,000 
in credit card fees each year, which 
he notes is “a huge number for a 
small businessman.” 

Still, Visa and MasterCard 
warn that if such fees were low- 
ered, banks would need to make 
up any lost revenue with high- 
er credit and debit card fees for 
consumers. 


7-Eleven is hoping to generate 
support for legislation that would 
establish a negotiating process for 
determining the so-called inter- 
change fees, said Keith Jones, 
director of government relations 
at 7-Eleven. The company says the 
fees are becoming more burden- 
some to small businesses as people 
increasingly use plastic to pay for 
even minor purchases. 

Last year, Jones said 7-Eleven 
paid $160 million in bank card 
fees, up from $40 million five years 
ago — a 300 percent increase.

New General Motors 
Clears the Final Hurdle 


Company will likely 
exit bankruptey at 
some point on Friday 

D ET RO I T I The new General Motors 
is about to roll off the assembly 
line as a leaner, greener model — 
maybe even a profitable one, too. 
Once the world’s largest and most 
powerful automaker, the troubled 
company was expected to emerge 
from bankruptcy protection by 
early Friday cleansed of massive 
debt and burdensome contracts 
that would have sunk it without 
federal loans. 

The new company, 61 percent 
owned by the U.S. government, 
will clear bankruptcy in record 
time to face a brutally competitive 
global automotive market in the 
middle of the worst sales slump in 
a quarter- century.

Alternative weekly 
accused of racism for 
vulgar Ist-page quote 

The Washington City Paper had 
the key ingredients for a scandal- 
ous stink bomb of a story: Marion 
Barry, a sexual fling with an ex- 
aide and a scoop involving embar- 
rassing voice mails. 

But then it pushed the journal- 
istic envelope with a three-word 
phrase in the cover headline, which 
was published Wednesday. 

The phrase — which can be 
rendered here only in sterile, 
Starr report-like language — is 
a common street term for an act 
of oral sex. 

The headline sparked a wave 
of angry calls to the alternative 
weekly, complaints from a handful 
of distributors and charges of rac- 
ism from Barry supporters. 

“Some people are going to find 


that vulgar — that’s inevitable,” 
Editor Erik Wemple said, taking 
a break from fielding at least 30 
calls from irate readers. “If they 
find it vulgar, they can complain. 
It’s worth putting it out there, and 
it’s the truth. Sometimes the truth 


is vulgar.” 

The headline — under a pic- 
ture of Barry with his arm around 
former girlfriend Donna Watts - 
Brighthaupt — said: “You Put Me 
Out in Denver ’Cause I Wouldn’t 
[insert phrase here].” The line is 


a quote from a voice mail that she 
is reported to have left the D.C. 
Council member, complaining 
about an incident at the Demo-

STEVE MCNAIR had the kind of story 
that, as a sports fan, you wanted 
to cheer for. 

He didn’t play at a college foot- 
ball factory such as Ohio State or 
Miami; he went to little Alcorn 
State and still became a finalist 
for the Heisman Trophy, 

The size of his school was just 
the first obstacle to his becoming 
an NFL quarterback. The color of 
his skin left a stigma in the league 
that still grapples with the ste- 
reotype that blacks bring athlet- 
icism to the position rather than 
accuracy. 


If you want a hero, 
find a teacher, a 
firefighter or, bet- 
ter yet, a deserving 
parent. 

Yet he thrived in Tennessee, 
coming one yard short in the Super 
Bowl and winning an MVP, Plus, 
McNair was tough and seemed to be 
a stand-up guy — or, as some would 
say, a hero.

Cycling’s Clean Restart?

Armstrong returns 
as the Tour fights to 
fix its tainted image 

CYCLING I With Queen’s rock 
anthem “Bicycle Race” blaring 
from loudspeakers, the Tour de 
France sets off for another day, 
the riders a blaze of color in their 
lurid shirts. This, undoubtedly, 
is one of sport’s most spectacu- 
lar sights. 

But is it believable? 

A decade ago, when Lance 
Armstrong won the first of his 
record seven Tour titles, the answer 
to that question was largely “no.” 

Doping had rotted cycling to 
the core. At least 80 percent of rid- 
ers in the grand tours of France, 
Spain and Italy were doping, anti- 
doping scientists in Switzerland 
now calculate using blood tests 
from that time. 

Now, in Armstrong’s comeback 
year, cycling can claim that things 
are changing, that the dirt is not 
caked so thick. Pristine? No. But 
perhaps more believable. 

The change can be seen, lit- 
erally, in riders’ blood. A costly 
state-of-the-art blood monitoring 
program started last year is mak- 
ing the illicit use of performance- 
enhancing transfusions andblood-

Beach chairs and Jill Karg- 
man’s dishy novels go together like 
boardwalks and bikinis. And she 
couldn’t be happier about that. In 
her entertaining new read, “The Ex- 
Mrs. Hedgehmd” ($26, Dutton), the 
Manhattan author peeks into the 
spendy, scandalous world of New 
York’s financial elite pre-crash. The 
mom of three (and the daughter of 
Chanel’s former head) chats about 
her own guilty pleasures. 

You’re quickly becoming the queen 
of the summer beach novel. 

I sometimes get razzed by people 
I know. Like, “You’re really doing 
the deep, challenging read, aren’t 
you?” But if I’m good at something 
and I have fun doing it. I’m happy 
to keep churning them out. I don’t 
need a Pulitzer Prize. When there’s 
a comedic actor who’s out to win 
the Oscar and does some tearjerker 
to get it, it always bums me out. 


Are you offended when people eas- 
ily dismiss chick lit? 

There are always going to be intel- 
lectual snobs, and that’s fine. I’m 
not making anyone buy my book 
who wants a bigger challenge. 

And sometimes it’s just nice to read 
something light and fun. 

It’s funny because I went to Yale, 
and they called me up recently to ask 
if I would come and speak. I said, 
“Are you joking? Have you read my 
books? There are [sex acts] in ele- 
vators!”

ous consumption. It’s a little more 
interesting because now we know 
what’s coming next.

Watch your back, Winnie the 
Pooh. Hip parents are as likely 
to deck out Junior’s nursery with 
the jolly old bear as they are to get 
matching Barney tattoos. 

“Clients aren’t doing themes. 
They’re doing rooms that mimic the 
rest oftheir homes,” says Dana Evans, 
co-owner of Daisy Baby (4294 Del 


RayAve.; 301-654-7477), a Bethesda 
kids’ shop. “Baby rooms look less and 
less like baby rooms,” echoes Tracy 
Hutson, an interior designer and 
author of “Feathering the Nest” ($30, 
Stewart, Tabori & Chang). 

Really, why would a Dwell mag- 
reading parent settle for a schmaltzy 
Jenny Lind crib when he or she could 


nab a mod design that scratches 
his or her mid- century itch? And 
what better way for a young aes- 
thete to learn his ABCs than with 
blocks emblazoned with architect 
Richard Neutra’s famed typeface 
(see cover)?

Design guru Jamie 
Drake dishes about 
using sizzling hues 

Madonna and New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg are among 
the big-name clients who have 
turned to interior designer Jamie 
Drake for playfully colorful rooms.

We caught up with him on how 
to do the bright thing at home. 

JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 

Mow’d you learn to 
combine colors in 
such a wild way? 

Childhood expo- 
sure to museums 
and contemporary 
art gave me this background where 
I can be brave, yet use color in a 
painterly way. Some people look at 
my work and think it’s all color. But 
I’m trying to use color as accents 
in small, repetitive ways. 


What’s your favorite color? 

That would be like picking my 
favorite child! But I do feel a 
trend toward less saturated col- 
ors: orchid, mint, aqua. 

Is there a popular color combo 
that needs to go away? 

As much as I love it, chocolate 
brown and pale blue has been 
done to death. And bright, intense 
orange and lime green — that’s a 
color combination that’s become 
Target-ized. It’s everywhere. 

How important is the interplay 
between art and color in decor? 

I’m passionate about using art in 
interiors. I look for art that’ll add 
harmony and piquancy to a space. 
Sometimes you want something 
that’ll break up a color story you’ve 
established, which can energize 
a room. Other times, you’re look- 
ing for a calming effect. Like, by 
grouping black and white art — 
etchings, photographs — togeth- 
er, you can create a wonderful 
dialogue. 

Any big design mistake someone 
on a budget can make? 

Not having a long view. If you are 


going to be in a space for a while, 
you have to move slowly. Don’t buy 
stuff that doesn’t evoke quality or 
stand up to the test of time. Buy 
less, but buy good. 

What’s a good way to make a big 
decor statement without spend- 
ing big bucks? 

Combine wonderful inexpensive 
things from places like CB2 and 
Restoration Hardware with old 
vintage pieces. I think lamps are 
a wonderful thing to find vintage, 
and they break up the sameness of 
a room. Put playful lamp shades 
on them that you’ve dipped in Rit 
Dye or graffitied. 

What’s inspiring your work now? 

I just saw “Cheri,” the new Michelle 
Pfeiffer movie. It’s got beautiful, 
over-the-top embellishments. The 
sets were so inspiring! 

Is designing for famous clients 
different from designing for ordi- 
nary people? 

No, I think everyone, whether they 
are high-profile or the average Joe 
or Josephine, is looking for homes 
that evoke their personalities and 
aren’t bland.

The Hurt Locker’ is

FILM I Despite their admirable 
intentions and acclaimed names 
on both sides of the camera, the 
vast majority of movies made about 
the Iraq war have failed to hit the 
mark, “The Hurt Locker” is by far 
the most effective film yet on this 
subject — and what’s ironic about 
that is it doesn’t even feel all that 
specific to the Iraq war. Its insights 
and reach extend far beyond what’s 
happened there over the past sev- 
eral years.
